False Report of

JOLIET —(AP)— False reports 


that a tornado was about to hit 
Joliet spread like the wind yester- 
day. 


The rumor got wide circulation 


in Joliet'and in many other points 
in a 50-mile radius of the city. 


Before it could be checked, at 


least two grade schools were order- 
ed closed. Telephone company, 
newspaper and radio s t a t i o n 
switchboards were jammed with 
calls. 


The rumor apparently began 


with a routine warning to the Jo- 
liet arsenal to prepare for thunder- 
stouns and winds up to 55 to 60 
miles an hour. 


Thereafter word-passers took 


over and before long practically all 
of Will county had heard about the 
coming "tornado." 


Not only did the tornado fail to 


materialize but even the expected 
high winds didn't develop.

'Scientist X' Will Answer Spy 
Charges June 2 in U. S. Court 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—Joseph W. Weinberg, accused as "Scien- 


list X" who slipped atomic secrets to an alleged Red spy. must an- 
swer charges June 2 that he lied when he swore he had never been a 
Communist party member. 


The 35-year-old physicist was ar- 


rested in Minneapolis late yester- 
day after a federal grand jury in 
Washington returned a three-count 
perjury indictment against him. 


Weinberg expressed surprise at 


the indictment but refused to dis- 
cuss the charges. He was released 
on $10.000 bond after appearing be- 
fore U. S. Commissioner C. O. 
Lundquist at Minneapolis. 


Will Set Bond 


Lundquist ordered him to return 


Tuesday when bond will be set for 
his appearance June 2 in Washing- 
ton's U. S. district court. 


Conviction would carry a maxi- 


mum penalty of 10 years' impris- 
onment on each of the three counts 
for a total of 30 years. 


The house un-American activi- 


ties committee said in September, 
1949, that Weinberg was the figure 
mentioned frequently in its reports 
as "Scientist X." 


The committee accused Wein- 


berg, then an assistant' prof essor 
of physics at the University of 
Minnesota, of-giving atomic secrets 
to Steve Nelson. It described Nel- 
son 'as a Communist espionage 
agent. 
' Nelson is now a Red party boss 
in western Pennsylvania. 


When Weinberg was named as 


"Scientist X" he swore he had al- 
ways . been' loyal to the United 
States and said It was a caw of 
mistaken identity.

The University of Minnesota BUS- 


pended Weinberg May 18, 1951. 


The indictment says Weinberg 


perjured himself before a federal 
grand jury when he testified under 
oath (i) he hadjiot been,a mem- 
ber of the Communist party*, (2) he 
attended only on« Red party meet- 
ing and <3> dirt not remember hav- 
ing known Steve NeUon prior to 
Apnl 26, 1949.

Call It Violation

they ask is full sun and a fairly 
deep, light, moist soil. 


Most nurserymen hst the Paint- 


ed Daisy botanically as pyrcthrum. 
This is incorrect since they are in 
the chrysanthemum 
family, and 


botanists list it as chrysanthemum 
coccineum.

They are excellent perennials for

Mystery of Lewis' Overdue Demands for UMW Contract Adds to Confusion 
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Retreat of Britain's Interests 
From China Reveals Relations 


Officially the British government still recognizes Red 


China. But a truer index of British-Chinese relations is the 
action of Britain's business interests in abandoning their 
huge investments in Communist-held mainland areas. 


By- this move British corporations are tossing to the 


winds a sum variously estimated at from $850,000,000 to 
$1,400,000,000, which is represented by factories, docks, 
warehouses, shipyards, hotels and other establishments. 


They are giving up because under Mao Tse Tung's Red 


regime they have been hounded by fines, special taxes, and 
the necessity of paying full wages to their Chinese em- 
ployes even though their business has been at a virtual 
standstill for long months. 


Whereas these firms once used 10,000 Britishers, the 


total is down to 120, and these now wish to get out. In short, 
British business managers merely wish to recognize a fact. 
Their business has been substantially killed and they have 
been subjected to intolerable burdens and interference. 
There is no sane reason to>hang on. 
*

To a proud trading nation, a country fabled for its over- 


seas enterprise, decisions of this kind are extremely hard. 
Already Britain's trading empire has shrunk almost beyond 
the worst imaginings of a decade ago. Now it is formally 
accepting another shrinking of its effective economic orbit. 


Since the Reds' harassment of British business in China 


has been deliberate, it must naturally be concluded this is 
the result Mao seeks. He is getting rid of British trade in- 
fluence in his territory. 


We shall see hereafter what advantage this brings to the 


Chinese. On the basis of performance to date, we may be 
forgiven for doubting the gains. To put Britain's sizable 
enter-prizes into Red Chinese hands will be pretty much like 
turning ovr the management of General Motors' central 
office to the overnight clean-up squad. 
•

!! It is a curious paradox that despite these uncomfortable 
realities British policy still calls for recognition of Mao. 
Theoretically there may be sound international law in sup- 
port of accepting a regime which has full'control of the area 
it rules. But in practice British recognition has been a 
fiasco. The British diplomatic representative at Peking has 
been steadily snubbed since his arrival more than two years 
ago. 


Obviously the policy has no advantage and has degen- 


erated into an empty formula, Winston Churchill's gov- 
ernment might be moved to cancel it out were it not for 
Labor Party and other opposition. The opponents seem to 
argue that any gesture of conciliation toward China is a 
hopeful thing, even if it produces nothing. 


Perhaps it can be said most accurately that Britain rec- 


ognizes China but China does not recognize the British How 
long this one-sided display of international good intentions 
can sensibly continue is hard to guess. But the precipitate 
withdrawal of British business is'the tip-off on the way 
things really are.

Some Overweight Persons 
Need Psychiatric Treatment 


This column is started with a 


quotation from a rather extraordi- 
nary letter received from a reader. 
She says: 


"I have always had trouble keep- 


ing my weight down, and • lately 
have been taking pills that help 
to kill the appetite. After some 
time I consulted a doctor because 
of some' menstrual disturbances. 
He told me I was all right and ad- 
vised no treatment, but told me 
I should consult a psychiatrist. 


"Of course, I refused, and felt 


downright insulted, so that I for- 
got to tell him that I had been 
taking the pills. Do you think that 
these pills could dry up a person's 
blood?" 


This is the kind Of story which 


irritates doctors no end. Here is 
a reader who, without advice, took 
drugs when she could not know 
whether they would have any 
harmful 
effects 
or 
not—thougt 


whether they would "dry up a per 
son's blood" is extremely doubtful 


Then, when she went to the doc 


tor who found no physical condi 
tion responsible, she did not tel 
him the whole story and was in 
suited when he recommended tha 
she consult a psychiatrist. 


It is quite well known that many 


persons suffering from overweigh 
may have some mental cause 
which is at least partly respon 


ible. If the doctor she consulted 
elt that a psychiatrist might be 
able to help her in her problems, 
ncluding that of overweight, she 
should certainly not be insulted 
but realize that he is only giving 
the best advice he can. 


People who are trying to lose 


weight often fool themselves by 
sticking strictly to their diet mos 
of the time but eating between 
meals. They say to themselves, 
Just won't count this."

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—One of the big mysteries in 


the current muddled labor situation is why John L. Lewis 
hasn't made known his demands for a new United Mine 
Workers' contract with the coal operators. 
They are 


actually overdue. 


The contract under which the coal miners are now 


working expired March 31. Since Feb. 1, therefore, the 
door has been open for the UMW boss to give 60-day no- 
tice of a desire to terminate the present contract and 
negotiate a new one. 


Mr. Lewis has told no one of his intentions. The 


coal operators generally expected to get their 60-day 
notice during the week of May 1 to May 7. This would 
have allowed the contract to expire while the miners were 
observing their annual memorial period. If no contract 
A-ere signed before then, the miners could simply con- 
inue their vacation till they did get a contract. 


Speculation in labor circles is that Mr. Lewis might 


be waiting for a settlement of the steel wage case, the 
Supreme court decision on the steel industry seizure, or 
he passage of his federal mine safety bill before reopen- 
ng his contract. 


The coal operators have another version. They know 


hat the mine workers' chief knows coal stocks above 
ground are at record highs and the coal business is now 
vorse than at any time since 1939. Under such condi- 
ions the operators might welcome a strike and are in no 
>osition to grant a wage increase. 


The present coal contract gave the miners a 20-cents- 


and-hour raise to a $16.35 daily average. 
Before that, 


here was a nine months intermittent strike ending in 
March, 1950. It won the miners a 75-cents-per-day in- 
*rease plus a 30-cents-per-ton royalty payment for wel- 
are.

Perlman Has 45 to 10 Won-Lost Record 


Regardless of the outcome of the steel seizure case 


now being pondered by the Supreme Court, Acting At- 
torney General Philip B. Perlman claims to have argued 
and won more government cases before this highest tri- 
bunal than any other solicitor general. 


Confirmed five years ago, after Senate Republicans 


had blocked his appointment for over six months, Mr.

Major contracts expire Sept. 15 and many others

G. E. has already offered the unions a 1.03 per cent 


wage increase to cover cost-of-living increase and a 2.5 
per cent general wage increase last September, would 
give G. E. employes a total wage raise of 4.61 per cent. 


Twenty unions have accepted G. E.'s last offer. The 


others—including the two big ones—are now debating 
whether to accept this offer or whether to ask for more. 
The unions may also ask for a union shop, as the machin- 
ists and auto workers are now demanding at G. E.'s 
Lockland, Ohio, jet engine production plant.

founding of Venice took 


)lace when the Huns invaded nor- 
hern Italy. Refugees from the 
nainland escaped to the islands 
and established settlements there

ously mention. By the year 523 
A. D. Venice had gained sufficient 
mportance to throw off its alle- 
giance to the Roman consuls of the 
mainland. In 697 the first Doge was 
elected and Venice became a sov- 
ereign state with St. Marks as the 
lead. Venice attained great pros- 
perity. Their school of painters was 
a rival of the great Florence 
(Italy) school. We saw many works 
of art in the Palace of the Doge's 
and in St. Marks. The Doge's pal- 
ace is exquisite. I climbed many 
great staircases to see the beauty 
of this place. It is filled with paint- 
ings that are priceless. The work 
of great artists of an early day. 
Built in 820 A. D. for the first 
Doge of Venice, burned, and rebuilt 
also enlarged in the 12th century 
from the nth century on.

IJjor new varieties. In string beans, the new varieties have been Top 


Crop, Wade, and Contender. But, we shouldn't forget that Stringless 
Black Valentine and Stringless Green Pods are string bean varieties 
that are very hard to beat. 


•Are you growing a new vegetable 


this year? Consider the idea care- 
fully. It offers a new challenge 
and learning experience. This of- 
ten teaches the family to eat a new 
food. How about okra, butternut 
squash, broccoli, brussel sprouts or 
cauliflower? 


•0 If you want a deep yellow to or- 


ange colored tomato, your best 
choice is Jubilee. 


Green currant worms are very

Presbyterians 
Ease Marriage 
Rules of Pastors 


NEW YORK —(AP)— The Pres- 


byterian Church in the U. S. A. has 
thrown out a part of its church law 
saying its ministers may remarry 
a divorced person only after a 
year has elapsed since the divorce. 


The change, given final approval 


by the 2,500,000-member church's 
top governing body, also strikes 
out a phrase specifying that min- 
isters "may remarry the innocent 
party" to a divorce. 


No restriptions concerning re- 


marriage of the "guilty" or "inno- 
cent" party is contained in the 
newly substituted section of the 
church's "directory of worship." 


It specifics only that the minis- 


ter, before remarrying a divorced 
person, "shall ascertain whether 
there is penitence for past sin and 
failure, and intention to enter, with 
the help of God, and through his 
church" into a lasting marriage of 
"love, honor, forbearance and loj- 
alty." 


The action culminated several 


years of debate over the church's 
marriage and divorce policies. 


Endorsed during the past year by 


a majority of the church's 259 lo- 
cal Presbyteries, the revision got 
final approval yesterday by the 
church's 164th annual general as- 
sembly. 


More than 
2,000 Presbyterian 


leaders are here for the week-long 
meeting, which also adopted an 
extensive program of "cooperative 
activity" with the two other major 
Presbyterian branches—the 700.- 
000-member Presbyterian Church 
in the U.S., and the 300.000-member 
United Presbyterian church. 


The action, cited as a forerunner 


to a "plan of union," calls for Ha- 
son between the three churches in 
fields of evangelism, stewardship, 
pulpit exchange, the chaplaincy 
and in locating new churches. 


A common hym book for the 


three branches is being prepared.

own resources. 


Most courts with or without pro- 


bation departments have not been 
doing a good job in enforcing their 
own support orders, Boswell asser'- 
ed.
